World's Finest Post Office 

“A palace 'n pink,” is the descrip- 
tion which has been applied to the 
new post office at New York, which 
has just been completed at o cost of 
£1,200,000. It is claimed for this post 
office, which is built mainly of pink 
granite, that it is the finest and most 
perfectly-cquipped building of its kind 
in the world, and it would, indeed, be 
difficult to point to its equal. 

Before the entrance to the building, 
which is five storeys high, is a col- 
onnade of twenty giant pillars of pink 
granite, 36 feet high and 5 feet thick, 
the whole surmounted with the motto, 
“Neither snow, nor rain, nor heat, nor 
gloom of night stays these couriers 
from the swift completion of their ap- 
pointed rounds.” 

Some 165,00) cubic feé@t of granite, 
18,000 tons of stecl, 7,000,000 bricks, 
and 200,000 square feet of glass have 
been used in the construction of this 
building.

Up to last winter, according to SAFETY DEPOSIT BOXES. 


Norman Lambert, Western represen- 
tative of the Toronto “Globe,” in @ 
letter to his paper from Calgary 
several weeks ago, providing for the 
uremployed was a responsibility that 
sat lightly on the shoulders of Wes- 
tern Canadians but this year it taxed 
the wits of every large municipality 
between Winnipeg and the coast. The 
middle western country with Its 
periods of severe weather, of course, 
was confronted with the most serious 
aspects of the problem, There 
was no time to discriminate or In- 
vestigats; people had to be kept warm. 

The task of providing for the de- 
serving among those who are classed 
as the unemployed, furthermore, was 
rendered more difficult by the pre- 
sence In the west of a large contin- 


gent of Industrial Workers of the 
World, men who for the past six 
months have been orating on the 


street corners, addressing mass meet: 
ings, organizing so-called labor par- 
ades, and endeavoring on every occa- 
sion, by use of demagogic arguments, 
to inflame the minds of idle workmen, 
But this disrupting element has been 
dealt with most effectively in the 
ccumunities where trouble has been 
anticipated, and as a result, despite 
the garbled reports that were sent 
out from Regina, “algary, Winnipeg 
and other western centres, regarding 
the threatening attitude of the un- 
employed forces, there has never been 
for an Instant any danger of a violent 
attack upon public or private property. 

It is estimated that all told there 
were probably 15,000 unemployed men, 
comprising all trades and callings, as 
well as a host of unskilled laborers. 
The ability with which this new prob 
lem was handled in all the Western 
citles In the trying winter months Is 
highly creditable to those In charge 
of the rellef work. The permanent 
solution of the problem {s, of course, 
much more difficult. The only per- 
manent cure would seem to le In 
the industrial development, which 
most of the Western citles are ex- 
periencing, and also in the progress 
in mixed farming, which has been 
so much In evidence In the past two 
years. Nearly every farmer who keeps 
cattle, sheep, hogs, poultry, etc., can 
find employment for a man or two 
practically all the year round, and the 
result is that he does not have to 
turn adrift all his laborers as soon 
as the grain crop is harvested in the 
fall Mixed farming will, therefore, 
absorb a reasonable proportion of the 
transient labor clase which is re 
quired in the summer and early fall 
monthé to handle the grain crop. As 
factories Increase in number and sise 
the bulk of transtent harvest labor- 
ers will also be taken dare of by the 
demand for labor in Weetern work- 
shops, This was notably the case up 
to the past year in Western cities 
such as Winnipeg, Calgary, Medicine 
Hat, ete, and it is only the trade 
depression, which reduced factory 
orders to a minimum that prevented 
the absorption of many of the un- 
employed in factory work during the 
past winter, It would seem, there- 
fore, that the establishment of diverst- 
fled and mixed farming, in other 
words the development of an ideal 
home market, affords the surest cafe- 
guard against winter ynemployment 
problems in Western cities,
